There 
may be a secret pride on tho part of 
the hostess in permitting; her guests to 
see tho resources at her command, but 
it is certainly pardonable when those 
resources are at the disposal, for the 
time, of visiting friends.

If one lias not a commodious homo , 


and ample means of

showing hospitality is often a great j 
ImrdeiC though ll may 
be cheerfully j 


borne. It means added care and labor ! 
for tho house-mother, who quite possi- j 
bly is already overburdened, and ex- I 
penso which can bo ill-afforded, (luo.st.s 
who disregard these considerations do . 
not deserve to bo themselves very much 
considered. There arc places in every 
town and almost every neighborhood ; 
where at certain, rates food and lodging . 
will bo furnished, and, therefore, those . 
who claim hospitality for the solo sake ! 
of physical supplies can not claim cither , 
tho rights or privileges of guests.

place to stop. A stop, however, must | 
bo made if one lias thus begun, or dis- I 
aster is sure to follow.

.Families living in cities arc sometimes 


compelled to break up housekeeping in 
order to keep their country friends from . 
visiting them out of house and homo. 
The expense for each guest may bo in- 
considerable—food, car fares, iidmU- ; 
sions to exhibitions and entertainments . 
—but in the aggregate it mounts beyond . 
tho ability to pay. 
Families living in 


tho country often close their houses and 
leave liomo in the summer to avoid tho 
labor and expense of entertaining those 
who, without invitation, come to "stay 
a while."

It is enough if the best tho house af- 
fords is placed before them, though 
that best bo tho plainest fare OH delft, 
and apologies in such cases are entiraly 
out of order. 
A fine sense of propriety on tho part 


of the guest will enable him to adjust 
himself to tho tone of the household of 
which, for the time, he or she forms 
a part. 
If admitted as one of the 


family, then in his measure tho duties 
devolving on tho various members of 
the family will devolve on the guest. A 
fino sense of propriety on the part of 
the host will enable him to so adjust 
household matters that his guest will 
be at ease and at liberty to enjoy what- 
ever sources of entertainment there may 
be within reach, lle.-e, as in every other 
social relation, the Golden Rule is a safe 
guide. A man has no more right to 
wrong himself than ho has to wrong his 
friend, no more right to permit him- 
self to be wronged than ho has to stand 
silently by and sec his friend injured. 
All this is very alphabetical,but to some 
it may be new and helpful.

venience of by uninvited guests,so guests 
aro aften induced to accept hospitality 
that they may bo made subservient to 
the selfish interest of the host.

Tho Army Worm.

Also its man- 
ner of passing tho winter, the causes 
necessary to its occasional groat devel- 
opment, "find tho reason why it marches 
ovory now and then. 
For it is usually 


found with us as a simple cut, worm, 
unnoticed, feeding at night and hiding 
at tho roots of the grass (luring the daj'- 
time. 
It was formerly claimed that St. 


Louis was about as far North as is was 
found to be double brood, but latterly 
oven the latitude of Iowa is believed by- 
many to possess two broods a year. \Ve 
recently visited a field in tho southern 
part of Muscatino County where a week 
or ten days ago .ali tho heads of timothy 
in parts of tho field were alive with tho 
army worms, and although we searched 
carefully we could not lir.d a singlo 
worm, only some of the cast-off molt- 
ings that were left clinging to a portion 
of the heads. Tho worms had descended 
into tho ground whore they have changed 
into pupae. 


Now, if there is but ono brood a year 


they will not emerge from their subter- 
ranean homo until the next spring, but 
if there be two broods, in about six 
weeks tho army worms will again bo 
«t work, very likely, however, in small 
numbers, for they have a great host of 
insect enemies, prominent among whic-h 
lire the red-tailed tachina lly, (Ncmo- 
'•nc(i Cncanirt!),tiiO yello\\'-tailed laehina 
fly, (Exorista l''luvieriulfi), and a num- 
ber of booties and small ichneumon 
flies. Those enemies usually keep the 
worms in check, but frequently thoy are 
balllcd in their good work. 


Tho worm when full-grown is from 


*,n inch and a quarter to' an inch and a 
half long. 
It is striped longtliwi.se with 


alternating stripes of dirty white and a 
greenish brown cast. 
An observer, 


who has been watching tho worm feed, 
describes their method to us as fol- 
lows : 


They creep up the spears of timothy, 
ometfmt's pausing half wav up the head 


and a score'degrees higher in tho open 
field whore the American farmer works ; 
and so all the poetry relating to this in- 
teresting occupation is quite inapplica- 
ble to our fields and our broiling sun. 
In fact, our harvests aro tho most la- 
borious, exacting, and painful labors of 
the year, and instead of being ap- 
proached with agreeable, if not hilari- 
ous, anticipations, have to be met with, 
caro and strict precautions. 
Indeed, 


the rigors of our harvest weathor arc 
more fatal to careless and reckless per- 
sons, who ignore th'o need for observing 
tho requirements of safety from tho ex- 
cossivo heat, than all the rest of tho year 
together, and even tho most careful 
maintain their health—comfort is aban- 
doned as hopeless—only by tho practice 
of tho most rigid sanitary rules. 
We 


propose here to consider tho harvest 
tiola in regard to its risks and dangers, 
and the precautions necessary to be 
taken to perform its labors with the 
most case, tho least discomfort, and tho 
greatest safety. And in discussing tho 
subject in this way wo will first consider 
tho work of tho harvest field and the 
manner of doing it, and second, the re- 
quirements needed to secure tho comfort 
and health of tho persons and animals 
engaged In tho work. 


A midsummer's day has its coolest 


and its hottest parts, and tho hottest part 
of tho clay is about two in tho afternoon. 
And this is so because as tho ground 
cools during the night it has to absorb a 
large quantity of heat during tho day, 
and is thus, as it were, some considera- 
ble time behind tho sun in regard to 
heat, and when tho sun is at tho highest 
and hottest at tho meridian, or at noon, 
the earth has not yet caught up to it in 
its absorptive capacity, but this equilib- 
rium is reached about two p. in., after 
which tho earth i.s actually hotter than 
tho sun and begins to give out its accu- 
mulated heat, and so actually adds to 
the heat of the sun. As this is the case, 
then, tho hardest work of tho dav, such 
as mowing, cradling, raking and bind- 
ing, 
whether these aro done by hand or 


by machine, should all be done in tho 
forenoon during tho hottest weather, 
anil as the early morning is tho coolest 
part of the day, that is tho time to bo 
chosen for out-door work of a laborious 
kind, or that calls for direct exposure to 
tho sun's heat. Now, as a man can do 
more in an hour at a temperature of 
7U dog. to eighty dog., or less, than ho 
can in two under a heat of 30 dog. to 
100 dog., or even more, in the sun, it 
would bo not on'.y a great comfort, but 
a positive economy, if a farmer would 
begin his field work at daylight, or at 
four in the morning, lunch at eight and 
rest for half an hoiir.and finish his day's 
out-door work at one in tho afternoon, 
and then dine. 
This change might 


easily and comfortably bo made by the 
whole household, who could rest within 
doors in the cool, shaded house during 
the hottest part of the day, and the more 
comfortably the house is kept cool by 
tho precautions to be taken, as will bo 
mentioned hereafter. 
Having mado 


such an arrangement with our own hired 
man, and having practiced it and scon 
it practiced by neighbors, we can speak 
with knowledge as to the comfort and 
tho economy of this method, not only 
for ourselves, but for the horses as well. 
Jt is reasonable, comfortable, econom- 
ical, healthful, and should bo insisted 
upon. 
It merely changes tho periods of 


work and rest, easing tho former and 
lengthening, without taking anything 
from, tho hitter.—A'. 1'. Times.

sometimes pausing half way up 
and often reaching the very top. 
they bond tho head over into a curve, 
Jio worm occupying tho concave side 
of l ho curve, and commence feeding, 
retreating backward until the head Is 
nearly if not entirely destroyed. This 
statement seemed to us to be fully con- 
firmed by tho aspect of the timothy 
heads, and tho mollings of the worms 
left as mementoes of their visit. 
The 


blades of tho hay also luid a ragged ap- 
pearance where their cgdes had boon 
»;aten, while the 
clover that grow 


nmong tho hay was untouched. Just 
over the line in Louisa County is another 
field, two miles distant from tho first, 
where over four acres of timothy were 
entirely destroyed. 


From specimens roared in-captivity, 


tho ago of tho worm has been estimated 
to be°from fifteen to thirty days. 
Then 


they descend into tho ground a few 
Inches, where thev spin mi cocoons, but 
in simplfc little earthen cells change into 
richly-colored dark pup.-r,. averaging 
two-thirds of ai; inch in length. 
After 


seventeen days pass ;i\vay, thoy make 
their next appearance, this time in the 
role of pretty fawn-colored moths, ex- 
panding an inch and a half, with the 
principal marking a simple dot near tho 
•senior of each front wing. From sixteen 
to seventeen days is the average lifo of 
the moth, during which tha eggs are 
deposited between the folded edgos of a 
blade of grass near the base, and are 
CDvorcd with a white, glistening fluid. 


Years ago, Dr. Filch, who was ono of 


*ho earliest observers of tho insect, ad- 
vanced the theory that the army worm 
years woro unusually wot, preceded by 
•hnusually dry, summers. This theovy, 
like all others, has its friends as well as 
foes, Uie latter arising from tho fact

THE first complete description of the 


two'newly opened pyramids of Sakkamh, 
in Egypt, has been given to a Cairo in- 
stitute by M. Brugsch. They are located 
in the desert west of Sakkarali. 
The 


galleries and chambers am covered with 
hieroglyphics, in which the two words 
" Merina" and "I'epi" occur'as royal 
names. 
Air. Drugsch showed tiio two 


pyramids to bo monuments of tho tv.'o 
kings, Pepi and of his sou Iloremsaf, of 
the sixth dynasty of Marotlio. . The sar- 
cophagi still stood in their old places ; 
but of tho mummies only ono was found 
—that of Horemsaf, deprived of its orna- 
ments and robes. The pyramids wore 
evidently plundered in auciont times. 
They are the earliest, examples of royal 
graves in Egypt adorned with religious 
hieroglyphics. It is most remarkable 
that flie Cairo Museum contaiiiH a tomb- 
stone erected to tho memory of Una, an 
official at Kind Pepi's Court, tho inscrip- 
tion on which stouo refers to tho building 
by Una of the pyramids which have 
now just boon opened. 


DESPITE the boasted power and intelli- 


gence of human beings, many things are 
doubtless familiar to lower orders of ani- 
mills which can never bo perceived by 
man, while a largo part of the animal 
world may look upon tilings as very dif- 
ferent from whiit they appear to us. Sir 
John Lubbock has just recorded some 
interesting facts corcornijig the effect of 
light upon ants. His conclusions are 
that these insects must havo a very dif- 
ferent perception of Ught and color from 
what wo do. Wo all know that a ray of 
white light passed through a prism be- 
comes broken up into a beautiful band of 
colors—the spectrum. To our oyes it is 
bounded by rod at one end and violet at 
tho other. 
But a ray of light contains 


other raya not visible to our eyes called, 
but not with absolute correctness, heat 
and chemical rays. 
The heat rays 


extend beyond our 
limits of vision 


at the violet end of tho spectrum. 
Sir John 
undertook to 
determine 


whether 
tho limit 
of visibility of 


those rays is t'.io sumo with us as with 
ants, an'd in a series of interesting ex- 
periments has become convinced that 
they percivo tho ultra-violet rays which 
aro quite invisible to us. These must 
appear to them as a dillerout color, of 
which wo oan form no idea, whiles white 
light with this added component may 
not appear to them as to us.
